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RED GROSS GETS 
NEW QUOTA FOR 
REFUGEE WORK 


The executive committee of the 


Adams county Red Cross chapter a 
a meeting on Thursday evening ac- 
cepted a new quota for productior 
of warm clothing for civilian suf- 
ferers from the European wars; ar- 
rtinged for an annual membership 
meeting at which the election 0! 
chapter officers will be conducted 
directed the formation of two new 
committees and the expansion o 
the present first aid committee, and 
arranged future activities to raise 
funds and solicit community sup- 
port for the continuation of the war 
relief production program. 


The meeting was held 
In the 


chapter headquarters at the courl 
house and was well attended. The 
chapter chairman, Mrs. Elsie Sing- 
master Lewars, presided. 


Quota Accepted 


The 
committee 
accepted 
this 


quota which is to be reached by 
June 15: Fifteen men's sweaters, 15 
women's 
sweaters, 
30 children's 


sweaters, 15 women's heavy dresses, 
30 girls' heavy dresses and 10 lay- 
ettes. These articles will be in ad- 
dition to the 50 layettes, 102 sweat- 
ers and 25 dresses already shipped 
and the 60 shawls now being knit. 


To raise the $115 required for ma- 


terials and shipping costs for the 
new production quota the chapter 
makes an appeal to the community 
for contributions from those who 
arc unable to help ill the actual 
sewing and knitting. Three dollars 
will pay for a layette; $1.25 a sweater 
and $1.10 a dress. Tlie National 
Red Cross has volunteered to fur- 
nish free one-half of the 
yarn 


needed for the sweaters. 


To supplement the money antici- 


pated from contributions the chap- 
ter Is planning a rummage sale to 
be held late next month to raise 
funds for the purchase of produc- 
tion materials. 
The chapter al- 


ready has spent about $350 In Its 
production program for the relief of 
war refugees. 


Seeks Community Help 


To complete Ihe new quota, by 


June 15, chapter ofUclals said It will 
be necessary to lio-vc the help of 
tlie community. 
It was suggested 


that clubs, church organizations or 
other groups undertake a sewing or 
knitting project during the next 
few montlis. Tlie average of live 
women who have been working each 
week since October 1 In the Red 
Cross building on East High street 
cannot meet the quota In the lime 
allowed, it was staled. 


Any organization wishing to un- 


dertake such a- project should get 
In touch with Mrs. L. H. Wlnebrai- 
ner, sewing production chairman, or 
the Red Cross office.

The new quota was adopted after 


11 letter from Norman II. Davis, na- 
tional chalnnan, was read tolling 
of the continued urgent need for 
warm clothing for tlie civilian vic- 
tims of tho war.

He was graduated from Gettys 


burg college in the class of 1877 and 
from

seminary here in 1080. 


Tlie Rev. Dr. Stine is survived by 


a son, Dr. C. M. A. Stine, who i- 
connected In an executive capacitj 
with 
the 
DuPonts, Wilmington 


Delaware. 


His son also Is a graduate of Get- 


-ysburg college and Is a member o 
,he board of trustees. 


Tlie Rev. Dr. Stine first went to 


Harrisburg in 1895 as pastor o 
hrlst Lutheran church, where In 


remained until 1904. It was during 
this period that the Redeemer Lu 
heran church. Harrisburg, was es 
.abllshed. Prior to that time h 
served a charge in Lebanon fron 
1883 
to 1892, during which time the 


congregation increased 300 per cent 
He served another charge in, Lcba- 
lon from 1808 to 1915, and durinr 
that period was Instrumental in the. 
erection of a $40,000 Sunday schoo 
building. 


He returned to Harrlsburg's Chrlsl 


jUlhorun church in 1939 to (111 the 
.cmporarlly vacant pastorate creat- 
ed by the resignation of the Rev 
Dr. Thomas RcLsch. Three months 
atcr he was elected pastor. He rc- 
naincd with Christ Lutheran churci 
until his retirement from active 
crvlce in 1932. Ho returned to Los 
Angeles where he had been making 
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Hold Fathe'r in Death

Of Churches Outlined 


It is Interesting;'to compare the 


past with the present of Fairflek 
and vicinity. 
The following facts 


and figures of the past are taken 
from The .History of Pennsylvania 
(Adams and Cumberland Counties) 
published In 1886. 


"In" 1801 a village was surveycc 


for Squire William Miller and Was, 
named by him Millerstown. 
He 


built, the first house, here the same 
year, graded a few streets and al- 
leys and made a good effort lo build 
up a little village. His venture was 
not very, successful and It was nol 
until the Maria Furnace was opened 
in 1822 that the town'flourished. In 
that year the' name of the town 
wn.s changed to Fairncld." 


Immediately surrounding the town 


of Fail-Held today Is Hamlltonban 
township. 
In 1810 tKe population 


of Hamlltonban'township was 853 
—419 males, 302 females, four slaves 
and 38 free colored; In 1880, 1653, 
and In 1880, 1259. The present day 
oopulntion of the township is not 
xnown accurately, but a good au- 
thority says it is on the decrease. 
Even bade in 1880 there was a de- 
crease of 394 from 1860. 


Population 600 


The population 
of Fairfleld 
in 


1820 was 155; in I860,1 218; In 1870, 
258, 
and in 1880, 410. Today the 


population of our town numbers 600. 


In 1886, 650 people in Hamilton- 


ban township paid taxes. 
In 1802 


even unmarried men were assessed 
for their state of singleness. 
The 


lax ranged from 81 to 93 cents. The 
real estate was evaluated at $547,- 
000. 
Also in the township were 313 


'horses, 314 cows, 107 carriages, seven 
gold watches and 14,352 acres of 
Umber land. 


Today there are 800 tax-payers In 


Hamlltonban township and the val 
lie of the real estate Is sctrat $523,- 
000. 
Tractors and trucks have re 


placed the horses to a very great ex- 
tent. Horseless carriages have dis- 
possessed 
the 
carriages 
entirely. 


Praptically all the inhabitants own 
cars today. 


No figures arc available on the 


number of tax-payers of Fair-field 
in 1880 but today there are 305. The 
evaluation of the properly is set at 
$153,000. 


"The Evangelical Lutheran church 


of Fairfleld-was organized on No- 
vember 10, 1855. The original mem- 
bers of the congregation were John 
Nunnemakor, Barnabas Rlley, Major 
John Musselman, Christian Musscl- 
mnn and Jacob MUEselmun. The 
house of worship was. erected In 
1854 
at a cost of about $2,500. The 


membership numbers 200." 


Today the Evangelical Lutheran 


church" Is'known ta" tlie-Zlon Lu- 
theran church/ -Marry descendants 
ol' the original members have con- 
Ilimed their membership with the 
church.' The present membership 
if, placed'..at 420. In 1922 a brick 
parsonage was constructed on the 
site of the old one. The Rev. E. O. 
Colestock is serving his third year 
as the pasfor of the congregation. 


Methodists Erect Church 


"The Methodist Episcopal Society 


was organized about 1827 and wor- 
shipped In private houses until 1830, 
when the first church was erected. 
On June 9, 1870, the 
Centennial 


Methodist Episcopal church was bc- 
(!,un and completed, and dedicated 
November 30 of that year. Up to 
this period the mission belonged to 
the Gettysburg circuit, but since 
1876 it has-been-in the Llttlcstown 
charge. 
The old cemetery In the 


rear has been removed. 


The building of the Centennial 


Methodist Episcopal church Is still 
standing in the west end of town 
though It has not been used as a 
place of worship for about 10 years. 
The congregation disbanded because 
of a decided decrease in mcmbcr-

The con- 
gregation has not yet a resident 
pastor, and the church Is a mission 
of the parish of Gettysburg. Here 
the old Catholic cemetery is still 
well kept. 
The Toppers, Dicks, 


Sanders, Lawvers and many of the 
first settlers of Carroll's Dcligjit be- 
long to this mission." 


The Rev. I'r. John J. Onofrcy is 


the resident pastor-of 205 members 
who form the St. Mary's congrega- 
tion today. About 25 years ago the 
Catholic cemetery was moved lo a 
site along the Zora road. This place 
of burial is known for its beauty 
and well-preserved order. The for- 
mer burying place became the loca- 
tion of thu rectory. 
Many of the 


original 
families 
are 
numbered 


among the present congregation. 


"The new Reformed church of 


Falrfield was dedicated December 
29, 1878. This is a modern Gothic 
with audience room of 55 by 35 feet 
and a tower of 95 feet in height 
standing on the site of 
the old 


Union Reformed and 
Presbyterian 


church erected In 1824 and which 
was blown down (lie same year. The 
second church was built In 1825 and 
continued in use until 1878. The 
Presbyterians may hold services In 
this church until 1888, in considera- 
tion of their claims against the Old 
Union building and grounds. 
The 


German 
language was 
exclusive 


from the time of its organization 
until the year 1833. 


One Church Iliilldlng 


The Reformed church Is known 


today as St. John's Evangelical and 
Reformed church and lias a mem- 
bership of 100. The congregation 
has had but one church building. 
Tho Rev. Nevin Pi'antx is pastor of 
the congregation. 


About four miles from Fairfield 


on the road to Gettysburg is a very 
picturesque old stone church,, which 
Is called Lower Marsh Creek Pres- 
byterian church and is attended by 
many residents, of the town and 
vicinity. The church was built in 
1790 
and celebrated its hundredth 


anniversary In 1890. 
Today 
the 


church boasLs a membership of 100 
mpmbr-r.s. The Rev. H. H. Keknr, ol 
Gettysburg, is the pastor. 


In Ihe west end of (own stands a 
all white church which today is 


called the Mennonlte church. The 
building was eroded by a group of 
men who belonged to Ihe Christian 
church. 
With'a similar experience 


as the Mclhod.lsls the structure was 
sold to the Mcnnonltes who had 
come to this section from Lancas- 
ter county. The Rev. A. W. Geigley 
s pastor or the congregation which 
numbers 50.

"In 1811 n survey for a railroad 


from Falrfield to Eriunltsburg was 
Wde by Joseph Oltt., The length 
Was placed,at seven miles and total 
cost was $10,570 per mile. The old 
"Tape Worm railroad Is now almost 
completed to Falrfield, having Us 
temporary terminus at Orrtanna." 


Kiillroad Survey 


Older residents remember the ex- 


citement when the survey was made 
for the Tape Worm railroad from 
Falrfleld^ to Emmitsburg, but 
for 


some reason the road was never 
built. 
Falrfield has had no pas- 


senger transportation 
by rail 
for 


about a decade. 'Freight can still 
be sent? and received by means of 
the Western Maryland' railroad. 


"The valleys of the township, par- 


ticularly Fairfleld 
valley, contain 


many fertile farms and even among 
ihe hills the industrious husband- 
man finds n-soil'which well repays 
cultivation." 
— 


A fact discovered many, many 


years ago still holds true in Fair- 
field and vicinity—a soil which well 
repays cultivation. Today visitors to 
this particular section comment on 
the size and well-kept condition of 
the farms. 
Many of our farmers 


have become widely known for their 
progressive ways of farming. It is 
hard to say whether farming or 
fruit growing holds first place as 
our chief occupation for Ihe section. 


• Fruit Growing 


Back In history we find this re- 


port: "There stood upon John Mick- 
ley's farm, Hamiltonban township, 
in 1858, an apple tree planted in 
1741 
which bore 63 bushels of good 


apples that year." 


Mr. Mickley was perhaps our first 


fruit grower. Today we have many. 
Some of the largest fruit farms— 
El Vista Orchards, B. E. Benner, 
proprietor; Elevation Orchards, A. 
W. Gelgley Orchards: George Stein- 
berger, George McGlaughlln, Fred 
Troxell, Mack Sites, J. W. Martin. 


Many of the residents are employ- 


ed during the summer by these fruit 
growers.

Then, as now, the people of Fair-
